It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to combine the teachings of Axberg and 
Shanks. The motivation would have been to have a coherent view of the storage area network by gathering information about the attached 
storage devices. 

It is noted, there are substantial limitations in claim 10 are different from claim 1 , however, those limitations are met in rejection of claim 6. 
The typographical is corrected with regards to claims 10 and 19. The claim 10 and 19 are rejected for the same reasons as claim 1-9. A 
prima facie case of unpatentability is established when the information compels a conclusion that a claim is unpatentable under the 
preponderance of evidence, burden-of-proof standard, giving each term in the claim its broadest reasonable construction consistent with 
the specification, and before any consideration is given to evidence which may be submitted in an attempt to establish a contrary 
conclusion of patentability. 

Applicant's remarks on page 4-7 amounts to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing 
out how the language of the claims patentably. Axberg teaches managing, constructing and maintaining a network of data storage devices 
attached to the multiple computer system by using Attribute tables, primary connect table, list resource table and connection details table 
(see summary of invention, col 20, lines 26-35, see appendix VII, col 41-62) 
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
